Remarks 

(Claims 1, 5, 8, 12, 21 and 25): Cited Example 1 

Cited Example 1 states that a security information device 
(corresponding to the IPsec settings server device of the present 
application) is connected to a network, and that the security 
information device manages the recommended SA 
(corresponding to the policy of the present application) of 
network connection devices (IPsec processing devices of the 
present application) (see paragraphs 0098 — 0123 and Figures 
9—13). 

Therefore, the inventions relating to the aforementioned claims 
of the present application could have been easily conceived of 
by a person skilled in the art based on the description in Cited 
Example 1. 
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(Claims 2, 6, 9, 13, 16, 22, 26 and 29): Cited Example 1 

In addition to the above, Cited Example 1 also states that a 
network connection device queries (corresponding to 
transmitting a request message in the present application) the 
security information device about the recommended S A of the 
other party's network connection device, and the queried 
security information device identifies and returns the 
recommended SA of the network connection device (see 
paragraphs 0104-0108). 

(Claims 3, 4, 10, 1 1, 17, 23 and 24): Cited Example 1 

In addition to the above, Cited Example 1 states that the 
security information device, upon receiving a query about the 
recommended SA of the other party's network connection 
device, queries (corresponding to transmitting a request 
initiation message in the present application) the other party's 
network connection device for SA candidates if there is no IP 
address registration for the other party's network connection 
device (see paragraphs 0113-0117). Informing the network 
connection device which issued the query that there was no 
response if there is no response to the query is an arrangement 
which would be normally employed by those skilled in the art 
(if necessary, see also paragraph 0118). 

(Claims 7, 14, 19, 27 and 31): Cited Example 1 

In addition to the above, Cited Example 1 also states that the 
security information device manages and provides key 
information (see paragraph 0123). 

(Claims 15 and 28): Cited Example 1 

In addition to the above, Cited Example 1 also states that, upon 
receiving a packet from a computer, the network connection 
device decides whether or not to query the security information 
device about the recommended SA based on whether or not the 
destination of the packet is registered with the SPD (see 
paragraphs 0105-0106). 

(Claims 18 and 30): Cited Example 1 

In addition to the above, Cited Example 1 also states that the 
network connection device manages the SPD (See paragraph 
0105-0106). 
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(Claims 20 and 32): Cited Examples 1 and 2 

Cited Example 2 describes reestablishing the SA before the SA 
expires (see paragraphs 0028-0029).
